In a majority opinion written 
by Justice Edward 
M.

and signed by four other justices, 
the court denied the petition of 
Harry 0. Mohrniann, receiver for 
the Nashville State Bank,'to com­ 
pel State Treasurer Theodore I. 
Fry to pay the bank |119,007 
from the state’s general fund. 


The case was the first to be 
decided on the question. 
Fry 
said his olTlce has 
more 
than 
$800,000 Impounded 
in 
closed 
banks throughout the state that 
ire affected by the decision. 


DlHsonting Opinion 


“Since receivership funds nev­ 
er became part of 
the 
general 
fund of the state there Is no duty 
upon the part of the defendant 
to make reimbursement to the 
receiver from the state's general 
fund.” the m ajority opinion read. 


Justice Louis H. Fead agreed 
with the conclusion but wrote a 
separate opinion 
while 
Justices 
W. W. Potter and Henry M. Butz- 
oil dissented. 


The Nashville bank closed Us 
doors in July, 1931. 
In January, 
1933, the B arry'Circuit court dir­ 
ected the 
ti^lurn 
over 1188,061 to the bank as 
trustee of funds for the receiver. 
The banklpjg holiday, however, in 
Kebruaf>‘ Interrupted 
the 
pay­ 
ment. 
Three ot the five bankj 
in which the state treasurer de­ 
posited the funds* later reopened 
j;nd the receiver was paid $69,- 
043 representing the amount in 
the throe banks. 
Last July the 
Barry circuit court directed the 
state treasurer to pay over thu 
tmlance of 1119,00". 


The court directed the Oakland 
county circuit court to make a 
new determination of obligations 
of the Central 
West 
Casualty 
company as 
surety 
for 
public 
funds in the closed Pontiac Com­ 
mercial and Savings Bank. 


The high court agreed with the 
surety company tbat 
it 
should 
not be held accountable for Inter­ 
est charges dating from Juno 13. 
1931, the day the bank closed. It 
directed th e ' Oakland circuit lo 
determine when the company was 
notified that the bank had failed 
to meet the

on

OUSTED SHERIFF 
FARLEY IS DEAD 


Former New York Offic­ 
ial Removed by Gov­ 
ernor Roosevelt 


New York. April s. (/P)— For­ 
mer Sheriff Thomns 
M. 
Farley, 
who coined tho "tin box" explana­ 
tion of mysterious wealth during 
the legislative investigation of the 
city government, died today 
In 
Fifth Avenue hospital. 'K'e was 44 
years old. 


Farley, who was removed from 
office on Feb. 14. 1932, by Gover­ 
nor Roosevelt after tho 
tin 
box 
episode and who had almost dis­ 
appeared from the political 
pic­ 
ture of late, underwent 
an 
ap­ 
pendicitis operation three weeks 
ago. Complications developed. 


A 
big 
man. bluff and genial. 
'•Big" Tom Farley exemplified the 
old school of 
Tammany 
politi­ 
cians. He was tremendously popu­ 
lar among the rank and file of his 
Yorkvllle district, where he was 
born, and had been planning 
to 
attempt a political comeback. 
AcqiUttail of l<arecny 
Seemingly, his career was at an 
end when his name blossomed on 
the nation's front pages as “Tin 
Box'* Farley, the man shown bv 
Samuel Seabury to have 
banked 
$360,660 In loss than seven years. 
When 
asked 
the source of his 
wealth. Farley had said it came 
from two “wonderful boxs" which 
had qualities comparable to those 
of Aladdin’s lamp. 


After his removal, Farley was 
tried on a grand larceny 
charge 
which grew out of his custom of 
pocketing the interest accruing on 
money entrusted to his custody by 
litigants. 


He was acquitted when he ex­ 
plained he had merely 
followed 
tho precedent of 
other 
sheriffs, 
and general sessions Judge Fre«- 
chi upheld the practice as legal, 
though not commendable. 


He 
was 
elected alderman in 
1915, and five years later became 
district leader. 


From 1922 to 1928 ho was de­ 
puty county clerk, and on Dec. 24, 
1927, Gov. Alfred E. 
Smith 
ap­ 
pointed him county clerk. He be­ 
came sheriff on Jan. 1, 1930, by 
an overwhelming plurality. 


His 
popularity 
as a district 
leader was attributed largely 
to 
his distribution of 
largesse 
at 
Christmas time, a habit that earn­ 
ed for him the sobriquet, “Santa 
Claus,” and to his 
annual 
May 
Day parties in Central Park.

Barnett was met at the top by 
his father. Heed Barnett, also a 
miner. 
The elder Barnett had 
been below during the morning 
and had left the shaft shortly 
before tho fire was discovered.

warning of the fire to itis fellow 
workmen. 
Burning embers fall­ 
ing into the shaft 
from 
above 
were noticed by the lad as he 
took a loaded car to the cage. 
He hastened back and notified 
the miners 
and they

in as a protection 
against 
the 
deadly fumes. 


Hineman said they were con­ 
fident that if they could protect 
themselves with fresh air, rescue 
crews would reach them in time. 
He said they had expected to be 
able to keep themselves alive for 
two days. 


The fire, abomo ground destroy­ 
ed tho 
surface 
buildings 
and 
spread to the woodeii shaft lead­ 
ing down Into the workings. 


Fire departments from three 
nearby cities fought the flames 
with chemicals and with water 
pumped from a pond nearby. The 
blaze was brought under control 
within a short time but the heat 
delayed entrance of the rescuers 
into the shaft.

HUGE BANKERS’ 
STEAL CHARGED 


Forced Receivership of 
Paper Company Meant 
$70,000»000 Loss

of a $70,000,000 bankers' '‘steal" by 
the process of a forced receiver­ 
ship were referred to the senate’s

The allegations were made be­ 
fore the senate banking committee 
by Edward L. Backus, former presi­ 
dent of iho Minnesota and Ontario 
Pajer company, and were directed 
at the Chase National Bank and 
the First National Bank of Boston.

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VACCINES HAVE 
QUICKRESULTS 


Dr. Kahn of University 
Hospital Tells Of 
Experiments 


Toronto.— W hen 
a 
bacterial 
vaccine is introduced into the tis­ 
sues of a living, non-immune ani- 
imal the bodjr begins to fortify it­ 
self against the germs w ithin 48 
hours after the injection, accord­ 
in g to experim ents reported today 
by Or. Reuben L. Kahn, of the 
University of Michigan, 
at 
the 
i jo in t meeting of the American As- 
isoclation of Im m unologists and 
th e American Association of P ath­ 
ologists 
and 
Bactarlologlsts, at 
th e Banting Institute in Toronto. 


This finding is regarded as im­ 
portant because it shows for the 
first time that protective changes 
a re taking place In the body tis­ 
sues 
during 
ea rly 'states of the 
'incubation period,” generally be­ 
lieved to last a w eek 
d r 
more. 
‘H eretofore little Has been known 
regarding this interval 
between 
th e entrance of bacteria into the 
body and the tim e when the ani­ 
m al *'comes down” with the in­ 
fection. 
The experim ents 
indi­ 
cate th at the Incubation period Is 
really a tim e of great activity on 
th e part of the body in building 
up defensive change« against the 
Invader. 
“The 
extent of these 
changes 
may be a determ ining 
factor as to w hether o r not the 
organism s will be prevented from 
establishing 
an 
infection,” Dr. 
Kahn stated. 


The experim ents showing 
the 
early appearance of im m unity re ­ 
actions were made possible by thè 
refined m ethods of testing quanti­ 
tatively th e defensive capacities 
of the different tissues, which Dr. 
Kahn reported last December a t 
the m eeting of the American As- 
Bociatlon for the Advancement of 
Science, 
receiving 
the 
annual

award of the Association. 


Several factors were also re ­ 
ported by Dr. Kahn as affecting 
the first appearance of the protec­ 
tive changes In the body tissues. 
Age Is one, a m ature anim al pos­ 
sessing this capacity 
for 
early 
protection to a 
greater 
degree 
than a young and growing one, 
which may have some relation to 
the greater Busceptiblllty of chil­ 
dren to the common 
infectious 
dlEieases. 
Another factor Is ,th e 
amount of the injected dose. W ith 
a small dose, the autom atic chem­ 
ical laboratory of the body quick­ 
ly begins to produce the immuni­ 
ty changes, but a very heavy dose 
seems to overwhelm the machin­ 
ery and the oncoming of protec­ 
tive forces is slowed down, as if 
the tissue cells were sm othered by 
tli9 quantity of the bacterial in­ 
vaders. 


Dr. Kahn is director of labora­ 
tories in the University of Michi­ 
gan Hospital, and assistant pro­ 
fessor of bacteriology in the Me­ 
dical School, and Is international­ 
ly known as the originator of tbe 
Kahn ,test for social diseases.

Hr. Kahn of University 
Hospital Tells Of 
Experiments 


Toronto.— When 
a 
bacterial 
vaccine is introduced into tho tis­ 
sues of a living, non-im mune ani­ 
mal the body begins to fortify it­ 
self against the germ s within 48 
hours after the injection, accord­ 
ing to experim ents reported today 
by Dr. Reuben L. Kahn, of the 
University of Michigan, 
at 
the 
joint meeting of the American As­ 
sociation of 
Im m unologists and 
the American Association of Path­ 
ologists 
and 
Bacteriologists, at 
the Banting Institute in Toronto. 
This finding is regarded as im­ 
portant because it shows for the 
first tim e that protective changes 
are taking place in the body tis­ 
sues 
during 
early states of the 
“ incubation period,” generally be­ 
lieved to last a week 
or 
more. 
Heretofore little has been known 
regarding this interval 
between 
th e entrance of bacteria into the 
body and the tim e when the ani­ 
mal “comes d ow n ” with the in­ 
fection. 
The experim ents 
indi­ 
cate that the incubation period is 
really a tim e of great activity on 
the part of the body in building 
up defensive changes against tile 
invader. 
“The 
extent of these 
changes 
may be a determining 
factor as to w hether or not the 
organism s w ill be prevented from 
establishing 
an 
infection,” Dr. 
Kahn stated. 
The experim ents showing 
the 
ally appearance of im m unity re­ 
actions were m ade possible by the 
refined m ethods of testing quanti­ 
tatively the defensive capacities 
of the different tissues, which Dr. 
Kahn reported last December at 
the m eeting of the American As­ 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Science.

Several factors were also re­ 
ported by Dr. Kahn as affecting 
the first appearance of the protec­ 
tive changes in tile body tissues. 
Age is one, a mature animal pos­ 
sessing this capacity 
for 
early 
protection to u 
greater 
degree 
than a young and growing one, 
which may have som e relation to 
the greater susceptibility of chil­ 
dren to the common 
infectious 
diseases. 
Another factor is the 
amount of the injected dose. With 
a small dose, the autom atic chem ­ 
ical laboratory of the body quick­ 
ly begins to produce the im m uni­ 
ty changes, but a very heavy dose 
seems to overwhelm the m achin­ 
ery and tho oncom ing of protec­ 
tive forces is slowed down, as if 
the tissue cells were sm othered by 
tho quantity of the bacterial in­ 
vaders. 
Dr. Kahn is director of labora­ 
tories in the University of Michi­ 
gan Hospital, and assistant pro­ 
fessor of bacteriology in the Me­ 
dical School, and is international­ 
ly known as the originator of the 
Kahn test for social diseases.

“ It simply can't be clone. 
From now on the federal govern­ 
ment wants the red man to be a 
red man. to retain and have an 
opportunity to cultivate his own 
customs and traditions. 
Tills is a 
worth while step in the new deal. 
“ We white folks think that we 
have evolved some 
ultra-m odern 
Ideas of companionate m arriage, 
sun-bathing, equal rights for w o­ 
men, and so on. 
The fact is that 
our northern 
Michigan 
Menomi- 
nees, Ojibways and 
Chieaugons 
wore practicing those and other 
so-called ‘modern’ custom s 
long 
before tim white man got here. 
“The northern 
Indian 
woman 
had the right to select her mate 
hero for centuries of tribal life. 
There really was no such thing as 
a hasty marriage in the old days. 
The suitor lived for m onths with 
tile family of his intended before 
he was formally accepted as one 
of tile family. 
. 
“The indians knew tile value of 
sun-bathing and practiced it fre­ 
quently in the summer months. 
The males had no 
razors, 
but 
they plucked their beards primar­ 
ily as a sanitary measure. 
Their 
rulers were the best men in the 
tribes. 
They ruled by virtue of 
the qualities of leadership. There 
was no word In the Indian tongue 
for 
graft 
or 
stealing. 
Such 
wrongs occurred rarely and they 
were punishable by death. 
The 
rulers divid 'd 
their 
belongings 
freely with those less fortunate 
and amassed 
no wealth of any 
kind. 
"The decision to give the in ­ 
dian a chanco to be self-support­ 
ing if be can is a move 
in 
the 
right direction. 
W herever he Is 
competent to do so. be should be 
iii lowed to govern him self, 
and 
even helped to do so. 
If lie wants 
to enjoy his tribal, social and na­ 
ture-worshipping 
religious 
cus­ 
tom s and institutions, that is ills 
business and he should not be in­ 
terfered with.

ports, although the true number 
was probably nearer 6,000, if er­ 
rors In diagnosis and death cer­ 
tificates were 
Included. 
With 
the population of the State grad­ 
ually changing to Include fewer 
children and more persons within 
the age group In which cancer Is 
most likely to strike, a marked 
increase in the disease is forecast, 
which can be met only by public 
education and planning now 
a 
State-wide organization of prop­ 
erly equipped clinics. 


These are the outstanding fea­ 
tures of “The Cancer Problem in 
Michigan," a report prepared for 
the Michigaii State Medical So­ 
ciety by Dr. Traian I^ucutis, of 
Detroit, and Dr. Carl V. Weller, 
head of the University of Michi­ 
gan pathology department, and 
reprinted in the March Bulletin 
of the American Society for the 
Control of Cancer. 


The increased death rate noted 
from cancer since 1900 when It 
was 60 per 100,000 population, to 
1931, when it was 93, is due first 
to the Improved diagnosis of the 
disease, which» means that fewer 
cancer deaths are misinterpreted 
and reported as due to something 
else, and second, to the fact that 
cancer is largely a disease of mid­ 
dle age and senility, Drs. Leucutia

The Press 
recently 
published 
an article on the potato kings of 
the upper peninsula— those 
for­ 
tunate growers who are members 
of the Michigan 300 Bushel club 
by reason of their potato growing 
efficiency. 


No doubt there are readers of 
the Press who wonder Just how 
thele 
results 
were 
achieved. 
Some of them would be glad to do 
likewise if they could. This article 
explains briefly how it has been 
done and how others can do the 
same. 


According to the 
agricultural 
sharps 
who 
keep 
them selves 
right up to date in potato growing 
affairs, it is simply a 
m atter 
of 
doing the right thing at the right 
time; 
Tho man who sets out to 
grow 300. 400, 500 or more bush­ 
els of potatoes to the acre m ust 
tackle the job with an open mind. 
He must be willing to learn, to 
sink his prejudices and old ideas 
and to study tho achievements of 
others and profit by them. They 
made mistakes on the way to suc­ 
cess, and they are good enough 
sports to point out their errors to 
others, so that the 
latter 
may 
profit by them. 


Advice On PotalocN 
The advice given here has been 
carefully checked by some of the 
best potato growers in the upper 
peninsula, and by their advisers. 
The points outlined are the main 
ones used in growing big crops of 
good 
potatoes. 
Demonstration 
fields aro now m aintained by sea­ 
soned growers in several parts of 
tho district. Tho new grower or 
tho man who wishes to try for a 
record or 
a 
club 
membership 
should not fail to visit at least 
one of these fields in th e course 
of tho growing season. The county 
agents know where tho fields are 
each season and when the dem­ 
onstration meetings will be held. 
These meeting are 
am ong 
the 
most vttluahlo features of the en- 
tiro regional commercial growing 
movement. Nothing else can take 
the place of getting 
one's 
eyes 
and feet on the 
ground 
at the 
right time, 
• 


Tho following are som e of the 
main points: 


The land should be fall plowed, 
and 
harrow ed 
a t 
intervals 
throughout the spring. If m anure 
is available it should be spread 
and harrowed in. Then the Held 
should be plowed again— and this 
is very im portant— at good depth 
shortly before planting time. 


Use certified seed. It will pay 
in int'roased yield alone, 
to 
say 
nothing of a higher quality crop. 
Soed one year from certified is 
fairly good. If Just ordinary seed 
iK used the grower can rest as- 
inured that he will not get a 500 
bushel yield. 


Treat tho seed 
with 
corrosive 
sublimate, and spread it out in a 
lighted room whore it will be safe 
from 
freezing, to green-sprout. 
Do this two or three weeks before 
planting. 


Use commercial 
fertilizer. 
A 
4-16-8 m ixture works well, at the 
rate of GOO to 800 pounds to the 
aore. The fertilizer should be ap­ 
plied at tho time of planting, us­ 
ing a potato planter with a fer­ 
tilizer attachm ent. 


IHvp Trcnch Rfneoiiiinended 
Use the deep trench, 
shallow 
covering method of planting, that 
is, set the planter so th at the seed 
is dropped four or 
five 
inches 
deep but is covered 
with 
only 
about two inches of earth. 
This 
leaves a furrow over the seed row 
instead of the customary ridge. 
The result is th at the plants are 
up in a few days. 
They can bo 
cultivated 
with 
a 
spike-tooth 
harrow, which gradually 
brings 
tho dirt around the plants, covers 
tho weeds and finally leaves the 
ground level. 


The ideal placing of fertilizer 
is slightly below and to each side 
of the seed place. 
At least one 
make of planter does this per­ 
fectly. Tho type of planter known 
as tho assisted feed 
is 
recom­ 


mended, where a 
second 
man 
rides on the back to 
check 
the 
dropping of the seed pieces. This 
is the kind of m achine 
used 
by 
moat of the growers who get the 
big yields. 


Practice level cultivation, with 
no hilling. Use the 
spike 
tooth 
harrow or weeder until the vines 
aro several inches high. Cultivat­ 
ing with regular row. cultivators 
is unim portant. Twice over with 
a one-horse 
cultivator, 
shallow, 
and not close to the 
rows, 
Is 
usually sufficient. 


If the grower has 
done 
his 
stuff thus far In providing good 
seed, properly green-sprouting it, 
and using commercial 
fertilizer, 
the vines will have grown so fast 
th at he will not have time to cul­ 
tivate more than twice. 


By this time the crop is prac­ 
tically made. All the grower has 
to do is to save it 
from 
bugs, 
leaf-hoppers and blight. 
This is 
simply and easily done 
with 
a 
high pressure sprayer. No one of 
the 500 bushel growers is with­ 
out th at kind of a sprayer. 


Starting When the 
vines 
are 
about six inches high, 
five 
to 
seven sprays should be applied at

Washington, deserves the thanks 
of upper Michigan for his efforts 
to help our Ainsrican Indians," 
says a well-wisher of the Indians 
at L'Anse. 


"It is high time that we quit 


trying to make white men out of 
red men," says this friend of the 
Indian. "It simply can't be done. 
From now on the federal govern- 
ment wants the red man to be a 
red man. to retain and have an 
opportunity to cultivate his own 
customs and traditions. 
This is a 


worth while step in the new.deal. 


"We white folks think that we 


have evolved some 
ultra-modern 


ideas of eompanionate marriage, 
sun-bathing, equal rights for wo- 
men, and so on. The fact is that 
our northern Michigan Menomi- 
nees.

''The northern Indian woman

graft 
or 
stealing. 
Such 


wrongs occurred rarely and they 
were punishable by death. 
The 


rulers dividsd 
their 
belongings 


freeiy with those less fortunate 
and amassed no wealth of any 
kind. 


"The decision to give the In- 


dian a chance to be self-support- 
ing if he can is a move hi 
the 


right direction. 
Wherever he is 


competent to do so, he should be 
allowed to govern himself, 
and 


even helped to do so. If he wants 
to enjoy his tribal, social and na- 
ture-worshipping 
religious 
cus- 
toms and institutions, that is his 
business and he should not be in- 
terfered with.

Advice On Potatoes 


The advice given here has been1 


carefully checked by some of the

The points outlined are the main 
ones used in growing big crops of 
i?ood 
potatoes. 
Demonstration 


fields are now maintained by sea- 
soned growers in several parts of 
:ho district. The new grower or 
the man who wishes to fry for a 
record or 
a 
club 
membership 


should not fail to visit at least 
one of these fields in the course 
of the growing season. The county 
agents know where the fields are 
each season and when the dem- 
onstration meetings will be held. 
These meeting are 
among 
the 


most valuable features of the en- 
tire regional commercial growing 
movement. Nothing else can take 
the place of getting 
one's 
eyes 


and feet on the 
ground 
at 
the 


right time.

The land should be fall plowed,

Seed one year from certified is 
fairly good. If just ordinary seed 
is iisp.1 the grower can rest as 
f.ured that he will not get a 50( 
bushel yield. 


Treat the seed

is the kind of machine

Practice level cultivation, with

If the grower has

and using commercial 
fertilizer, 


the vines will have grown so fast 
that he will not have time to cul- 
tivate more than twice. 


By this time the crop i« prac- 


tically made. All the grower has 
to do is to save it 
from 
bugs. 


leaf-hoppers and blight. 
This is 


simply and easily done

high pressure sprayer. No one of 
the 600 bushel growers is with- 
out that kind of a sprayer.
